nurt. though when the outlaw fired 
twice at T. F. Crowe he was so close- 
that the deputy was burned, by the 
powder. Y.'hen darkness fell Tracy 
was "thought to be securely penned 
on the point of the 
western 
bluff. 


where he had been concealed all the 
afternoon. 
Though the guards were 


stationed thickly, one being posted 
every fifty feet, he successfully eluded 
them all and traveled up the roadbed 
of the Palmer cut off toward Coving- 
ton,-five miles distant. At 11.45 last 
night Tracy arrived at a sawimill plant 
a mile from this place. Deputy Sher- 
iffs J. C. Bunce. Fred Bunee, G-alvin 
and Crowe had been sent to guard this 
point. Deputies Crowe and the Bunccrs 
father and son, had posted themselves 
on the railway near the sawmill at 
the entrance of a big cut near a rise 
of ground, the Bunces being on the 
outer guard line. They were hardly 
settled when they heard footsteps and 
Tracy soon put 
in an 
appearance. 


When challenged to halt Tracy started 
to run. The Bunces opened fire, shoot- 
ing four times each. Tracy ran up 
the track and a few yards further en- 
countered Crowe. To 
the 
officers' 


challenge the outlaw coolly responded 
that he was a deputy. Crowe, think- 
ing it was the elder Bunce, started 
to approach, when Tracy commenced 
shooting at close range, firing two 
shots. The bullets whistled harmlessly 
by, but Crowe suffered slightly irom 
the burning powder. After the shoot- 
ing Tracy turned and 
entered 
the 


brush along the side of the 
track, 


where he was lost in the darkness. 
The deputies made a hurried circle 
through the woods to Covington to 
head Tracy off, but on their arrival 
tound that he had not passed the sta- 
tion. Later it was learned that since 
his escape from the north 
side of 


Sluice creek Tracy attempted to board 
one of the eastbound freights. 
The 


grade is heavy at this point, but the 
train was runnings light and at such 
speed that Tracy was unable to board 
it. Another train passed and the con- 
ductor reports that 
while 
running 


near the sawmill some one called for 
him to stop. There were no deputies 
present and it is thought Tracy was 
the man who called and the opinion 
is advanced that he >may have been 
wounded in the battle just 'before mid- 
night. A man thought to be Merrill, 
the other escaped 
convict, appeared 


yesterday at the home of a farmer, 
a few miles east of Pa vandal, near 
here, and wanted food. He remained 
in the vicinity all day.

fasting and dancing around a pole with 
leather thongs tied to poles and fast- 
ened with sticks in the 
breasts 
of 


some of the braves are strickly ob- 
served and the wild dance continues 
until the thongs tear out 
the flesh 


or the Indian falls exhausted. 


Tho gathering of the tribes was kept 


secret by the Indians and the fact of 
its progress was only discovered by 
prospectors who returned from the 
mountains last night.

The Victims Mangled Beyond 


All Recognition. 


Johnstown, Pa., July 
11.—Eighty- 


seven bodies had been recovered from 
Cambria mine up to 
r> o'clock 
this 


morning, while the heroic work of res- 
cue has not penetrated nearly to the 
seat of the disaster. Bodies now lie 
piled in confusion aboard cars, ready 
to be brought into the city. A tem- 
porary morgue has been improvised 
in the Johnstown armory of Company 
H, Firth regiment. N. G. P., where all 
will be brought as soon as they are 
taken from the mines. Latest esti- 
mates of the number of the dead fix 
ic at -or about two hundred. The work 
of preparing the armory tor the 
re- 


ception of the dead bod'ies was start- 
ed during the night, and all is now in 
readiness. All the Johnstown under- 
takers have been pressed into service. 
The explosion horribly mangled the 
victims. Heads are missing from many 
of the bodies, while all are burned and 
blackened almost beyond recognition. 
Grief stricken crowds lingpr about the 
mine entries. Sleep has visited none 
of them. No attempt at identification 
was made at the mine. That will have 
to be postponed until the bodies are 
put in presentable shape at the morgue 
That many of the 
men 
who 
were 


thought last night to be still in 
the 


Cam'bria mine will be able to survive 
until reached by rescuing parties is 
not thought probable. 
Immediately 


succeeding the explosion the air all 
over the big mine became so foul that 
even with the huge pumps working 
to their full capacity and the air they 
supplied turned into the proper chan- 
nels to reach the imprisoned men, nona 
of the mine officials would hold out 
any hope for the lives of those thought 
to be still in the mine. Up 
to two 


o'clock this morning only four men 
had been taken to hospitals. 
They 


were at the Memorial, a hospital con- 
trolled by the Cambria Steel and Iron 
company, but open to aall victims of 
the accident. 


Later—Johnstown, 
July 
11.—This 


has been a day of heroic rescues at the 
rolling mill .mine of the Cambria Steel 
company. Eighty-seven bodies were 
recovered between daylight and night 
tall. Still officials of the company and 
miners battled on three miles under 
the surface'. It is the general impres- 
sion that 15n is a low estimate ol the 
casualties. 


AGAIN ACTIVE. 


Mont Pelee Is Not Yet Over Its Fit Of 


Distemper. 


Fort do Franco, Martinique, July 11. 


—Mont Pelee has broken out again, 
and the inhabitants of this city have 
been forced to flee 
in their 
night- 


clotlies. The lumbling continued for 
about twelve hours. A new phenome- 
non was noticed, the heavens being 
dotted with scinlillant lightning points. 
These gradually took on length, the 
flashes Krowng larger and streaking 
the clouds vertically and horizontally. 
Heavy black clouds then covered the 
heavens, and rains followed. The sea 
level has been lowered a yard by a 
tidal 
wave. 
Telegraphic communi- 


cation was closed tor a time, and the 
opeiators .became paniestncken when 
the lightning began to play about the 
wires. The English scientific commis- 
sion was olT St. Pierre in 
a sloop 


when the eruption occurred, and the 
sloop was covered with ashes 
and 


stones the size of walnuts. Then the 
eruption was followed by an avalanche 
and ashes and stones rained all around 
Everything ashore is under a pall of 
ashes, and the side of the mountain 
is covered with volcanic material.

Captain Charles H. Manning, who is a 
retired naval officer, has agreed to be 
one of an examining board of three 
to sit in Manchester on a date to be 
named (probably a wee-k from next 
A\'i>dwsda.y )and give applicants a 
preliminary examination to determine 
who should be nominated as principal 
and alternates. 
Those 
named 
will 


then have an opportunity to take the 
civil service examination for this sec- 
tion of the country on August 11, or 
the later examination in September in 
Washington. If candidates are to take 
the August examination it will be nec- 
essary tor them to be named by tho 
senator before August first. 


Under the regulations of the naval 


service, candidates must be physical- 
ly sound, of robust build and not less 
than fifteen or more than twenty years 
of age. Should a candidate fail once 
he will not be allowed to take another 
examination for admission to the same 
class unless specially recommended 
tor another trial by the board of ex- 
aminers. 


While the examinations as to the 


mental attainments of candidates will 
be conducted by the civil service bur- 
eau, the examination questions will be 
prepared at the naval academy and 
the final passing upon the markings of 
the papers will be by officers of the 
academy.

THE ATTACK ON NEW YORK. 


Whatever may be the cost of the 


.Isugvut maneuvers, the value of the 
experience to the arrny and navy of 
the United States will be far greater. 
In both services, the day has gone by 
when any nation can afford to count 
the cost ot bringing its formo, how- 
ever small, to the highest state of effi- 
ciency. 
The needs of modern warfare demand 
that actual field work be given to the 
militia, instead of penning the men 
into camp, with drill for their 
only 


task. The same reasons make insuffi- 
cient the old naval practice of gunnery 
teats, landing parties and tho usual 
touLino from a single ship. Mimic war- 
ture. simulating the real as nearly as 
pobsibk', is the modern requirement, 
and the United States is falling none 
too soon into line with the more heavi- 
ly armed countries of the Old World. 


Of greater interest than the purely 


naval manuuvrcs along the New Eng- 
land coast will lie tho defense of New 
York by the army against the navy's 
attempt to force a passage through 
I-ong Island Sound. Practically, there 
is no reason to fear that any hostile 
fleet will <-vcr pass these coast forts or 
the defenses of the Sandy Hook gate- 
way. 
The Spanish war taught the lea- 


son of tho nselossnoHS of hammering 
strong and well-watched shore bat- 
teries. Against San Juan and Santiago, 
however, must be apt Dewey's dash 
Into Manila Hay. And the test of vigi- 
lance will bo one most keenly watched 
next month.

Editor American Economist: 


You ke-p saying. "Leave the 
tariff 


as it is; U-t well enough alone," and then 
you aJd, "When it Is time to change It, 
have it done by protectionists, by Its 
frli-nds. not its enemies." "\Vill you kindly 
tell me whun that time will coaie, and 
how can any change be made without 
changing all the schedules? 
NASSAU. 


The above question from our young 


Princeton friend is a natural and. fail- 
one, 
and we arc glad to enlighten him 


and all others vrho may have the same 
thought in mind. 


Many seem to have an idea that we 


must hate a change in our tariff every 
few ye.irr.. This is wrong. If a tariff 
law is operating successfully, there is 
no reason why there should be a 
change in a hundred years. 
There 


never should be a change merely for 
the sake of change. Groat Britain had 
a system of protection which lasted 
from tin* time of Queen Elizabeth, in 
the middle of the sixteenth century, 
uninterrupted except to be strength- 
ened for 300 years. To those centuries 
of protection Great Britain owes her 
great wealth and prestige in manufac- 
turing, which is now v/aning under the 
crumbling effects of half a century of 
free trade. Our longest protective pe- 
riod w«:s from 1S01 to 1894, and, al- 
though it was adversely affected by 
changing the "tvool schedule in 3S83, 
yet In the main the country prospered 
and made great strides as a commer- 
cial nation. 
During that period the 


protectionists themselves lowered **.e 
tariff on many articles, as, for instance, 
the duty on steel rails has been re- 
duced'from $2S a ton, imposed in 1S70, 
to |7.S4 a ton, the rate in the Dingley 
law. The duty on tin plates imposed 
by the JIcKinley law was 2 2-10 cents 
per pound, and with that duty the in- 
dustry got such a start that the duty 
was reduced to l1^ cents a pound in 
the Dingley law. 
Many artklt-s were 


transferred to the free list iu both the 
McKinlcy and Dinglc3* laws. 


It is not inconsistent with good pro- 


tection doctrine to reduce a duty or 
abolish it altogether if it is no longer 
needed, but it must be remembered 
that tariff laws are made primarily 
for revenue and the state of the pub- 
lic treasury may necessitate changes. 
Our internal revenue laws furnish a 
splendid medium for such changes 
without disturbing our tariff, and in 
time of peace our revenue can be in- 
creased or diminished to the extent of 
$100,000,000 without in any way dis- 
turbing business. But with the tariff 
it is altogether different. 
Even the 


possibility of a change of import du- 
ties causes apprehension, while the 
probability and afterward the actuali- 
ty create havoc and panic. Import- 
ers and manufacturers must rearrange 
prices and wages to suit the changed 
conditions, for conimuroc is conducted 
for profit, not sentiment or philanthro- 
py. When the manufacturer tinds he 
must sell his goods in competition with 
foreign made j;ood.s, he mui,t at once 
arrange for a reduction In expenses. 
Labor cost is the tirst and greatest 
thing to be considered, and the farsoe- 
Ing man knows that when wages are 
lowered there will l.o less of his prod- 
uct purchased, and be must curtail hia 
production. 
The effect U felt every- 


where at oni-f, and It soon reaches the 
farmer, and his prices, too, must fall, 
and even tlu'ii ho mny not dispose ol 
his crop, aud so consternation fulls on 
farm 
and 
factory alike, and hard 


times nro known from one end of the 
country to the other. ThN has always 
been the effect of tariff reduction or 
the probability of repealing protccthe 
duties. 


And the reverse has always been 


true when low duties were tn be In- 
creased. Tho business man duos not 
wait t i l l th<> signing of u tariff law be- 
fore milking bis plans ami adopting 
Ills changes. 
Ho anticipates every- 


thing months In advance. 
There Is 


nothing that so disturbs business, that 
so frightens capital nnd unsettles la- 
bor ns tariff changes nnd their antici- 
pation. 


At present we are uniformly prosper 


OUH nil over the country. Wo have the 
very boot tnrlfT liny from every point 
of vlow thnt wns over on the statutes. 
Every business man Is acquainted with 
every phiw of it nnd lins adapted lilm- 
«»Mf thoroughly to Its opcrntlon. Kven 
free trade mnntifuctuicra and con- 


gressmen deprecate a change. If, then, 
there is no need of a change, why wor- 
ry about the future? If five years 
from now or in ten years or twenty 
or fifty or even a century it is found to 
be working injury to industry and la- 
bor, there will be time enough to ngi- 
tute and effect a change. There may 
come a time when we can safely re- 
duce the duty on an article or transfer ' 
it to the free list. It may be found 
beneficial to increase one or more du- 
ties. It can then be done without in- 
jury, but a duty that is not needed to- 
day works no injury, and it may be 
needed tomorrow. 
Conditions abroad 


change, and so do prices both at home 
and abroad. 
It is better always to 


have an umbrella in the house, even if 
it does not rain. It is better to have a 
duty that is too high than one that is 
too low. Xo one is being injured to- 
day or suffering In any way because 
of our tariff. 
That is why we say 


leave it alone, and we shall keep say- 
ing leave it alono for u decade or a 
generation or a century to come it con- 
ditions remain as they are now. 


The trainers of the Dingley law were 


wise men, and they had the counsel of 
the lamented McKiuley, than whom no 
greater tariff expert ever lived. 
The 


Dingley law is a scientific measure, n 
just measure, an equitable measure, a 
measure for all parts of the country 
and all conditions of people. It was 
not made for a day or for a year, but 
for as long a period as it would oper- 
ate successfully. That period will not 
expire for many years to come, if we 
may Judge from the present and fu- 
ture prospects. 
We want no tariff 


changes; we want no taitff agitation. 


Free traders we shall uo doubt al- 


ways have with us, just as we shall 
always have a class of pessimistic 
people who are always against the 
government and opposed to existing 
conditions. We have a large import- 
ing class, especially iu New York city, 
who will always want the lowest pos- 
sible duties. We have the theorist and 
the demagogue, and we have the man 
who lives for himself alone, whose 
horizon is bounded by his eyelashes 
nnd his toe nails and who knows not 
what it is to love and labor and legis- 
late for his fellow man. Happily, 
however, tlie groat majority of our 
citizens are broadmmdcd, liberal heart- 
ed, enterprising men. the great earning 
class, the backbone of the 
nation. 


These men know their country's his- 
tory, they have learned the lessons of 
experience, and they know that con- 
tinued 
protection 
means 
continued 


prosperity, aud they want no change. 
Time enough to worry when things go 
wrong. 
Let us be content while we 


may and foster that content so long as 
it will remain.
